These ACCOUNTS, for the years ended 5th January 1811 and 1812 (which we audited 
together), are sufficiently vouched, and further supported by the testimony of one of the Trustees, 
the Secretary and Architect, who severally deposed to their correctness. 

With the exception of payments under the head of Buildings, which we shall notice hereafter, 
all Claimants on the Funds of the Trustees are now paid directly by drafts or warrants, drawn in 
their favour by three Trustees on their Banker ; and the practice which heretofore prevailed, and 
of which we complained, of issuing money, by way of Imprest, into the hands of the Officers of the 
Board, having been discontinued, Sub-Accounts are no longer necessary, and the Accounts of the 
Trustees have become more easy of examination, and less liable to error. 

An improved system of vouching payments for Utensils distributed by way of Premium or 
Grant, has been adopted and acted upon, during the latter part of the year ended January 1812, 
and the Receipt of the Artificer for the value, and of the Grantee for the Utensil, now accompa- 
nying each other, as equally necessary to sustain the Charge, the Public are protected against the 
possibility of double credits, instances of which have occurred, and which scarcely any vigilance 
could heretofore sufficiently prevent. 

The Inspector General, whose irregularities were noticed in former Reports, resigned his Office in 
July 1810 ; and in the same year the Trustees abolished that Office, as being no longer useful or 
necessary to their Establishment. By arrangements consequent on the abolition of this Office, 
additional duties devolved on the Provincial Inspectors, and some labour to the office of the 
Secretary ; and the Trustees, in consideration of such increased labour and responsibility, made 
considerable additions to the Salaries of these Officers, by appropriating to their use the Salary of 
the Office which they had thus discontinued. Without however controverting the principle, that 
the addition of labour and responsibility is a sufficient justification for an augmentation of Salary, 
qq. C yet

yet the Legislature not having given the Trustees the exercise of any discretion on the subject 
(the Salaries of these Officers being limited bylaw), we feel Ourselves precluded from allowing 
the excess ; and here we must observe, that instead of an illegal assumption of power, the better 
course for the Trustees to have adopted, would have been by application to the Legislature, the 
only authority competent to new model and adapt their Establishment, in Numbers and Salaries, 
to existing circumstances. Our disallowances on these Accounts will exhibit these excesses, and 
the individual cases to which they are applicable. 

The Building Committee, from whose labours we anticipated much good to result, had, we are 
told, frequent meetings during the period of these Accounts, and by the printed Minutes of the 
proceedings of the Trustees, we perceive the promulgation of many very useful and salutary 
Regulations adopted at their suggestion, and which, if acted upon by the Architect and Artificers, 
would, we are convinced, fully answer the ends proposed, and prevent the great abuse which we 
observed to have heretofore existed, by means of the facility given to the resident Officers, in 
making unnecessary and expensive alterations and repairs in their houses, at their own pleasure, 
and not unfrequently in procuring the supply of household articles for their private occasions. 

The want of due economy is still observable in the Repairs, Painting, Papering, &c. the 
Officers houses, some of which appear to have been executed in a mode of expense ill suited 
to the rank and situation of the person ; and our Disallowances at the foot of the Accounts, 
will demonstrate how inefficacious the wisest and best regulations will be, if the confidence 
necessarily reposed in the officer to enforce their due observance, is abused. It is but justice to 
observe, that the Trustee who was personally examined by us, and whose attention we called to 
many of those objectionable charges, declared they were introduced without his knowledge ; that 
had they come under his inspection, as a member of the Building Committee he would have 
rejected them, as he had recently, charges of a similar nature to a larger amount : the Secretary 
also appeared ignorant of many of them, and though others, he submitted, might be considered 
inseparable from the fixtures, yet he evinced a ready acquiescence in our opinion, by the 
immediate payment into the bank, to the credit of the Trustees, of such sums relating to him as 
we disallowed under this head. We conceive that all expenditures on the houses of the resident 
Officers, should be limited to what may be actually necessary to the preservation of the 
building, but that no expense of any kind should be incurred without the previous sanction 
of the Trustees, founded on the application of the Officer and report of the Architect; and 
this latter Officer should superintend the execution of the Works, see that the charges are correct, 
and prevent any profusion in the expenditure. 

The Artificers bills having been first submitted by the Architect to the Trustees for exami- 
nation, are all paid through the medium of that Officer ; not in consequence of any Imprest 
Fund, but upon his obtaining an order for the exact amount of their several Accounts. 

These bills are furnished periodically, and when submitted for examination, are of considerable 
magnitude, and really so very voluminous, that we are not surprised the items do not undergo 
a more minute investigation than it is apparent they receive from the Trustees : We therefore 
beg to recommend that, in future, these Accounts be delivered more frequently and individually, 
and that the amount, when approved, be discharged by a draft in favour of each particular 
tradesman, for there is no obvious reason why their monies should be made to pass through the 
hands of any Officer of the Board. The Architect is remunerated for his superintendence of 
all repairs, by an annual Salary, and is paid a ‘commission of £.5 per cent, on new Works; we 
observe however that he is left to be the sole judge of what comes properly within either 
description-. In some cases we were inclined to think that the commission was improperly 
charged, and the difficulty of judging will be apparent, when it is seen that in. executing repairs, 
such new work (for instance, a new door to an old room) as is executed, would entitle the 
Architect to his commission according to his own interpretation of this agreement. Exclusive 
of the Architect’s Salary and Commission, there is a charge for a person employed under him, 
who is styled Clerk of the Works, and whose Salary has been increased, within the period 
of the Accounts, from eighty to one hundred Pounds per annum, without any direct authority ; 
there are also two other Superintendents permanently employed, besides two or more Labourers ; 
this Establishment, we have been told, cannot be dispensed with, though we must remark, that 
it is not quite clear to us, from the detail of the duties assigned to them, that some reduction 
might not, without prejudice to the public service, take place ; this however we submit to the 
consideration and better judgment of the Trustees. 

From the Vouchers in support of the Law Expenditure, we discovered that an action had 
been brought against one of the County Inspectors, and that damages, to the extent of twenty- 
five Pounds, were awarded by a Jury ; such a result induced a belief that the Officer’s conduct 
was exceptionable, but that impression was removed on our examination of the Accountants, 

who

who stated that the matter was fully investigated by the Trustees, who found the Officer’s conduct 
to be blameless, and thereupon ordered him to be paid the damages and costs. The Law 
Charges are stated by the Taxing Officer to be reasonable, and the expenditure thus incurred 
amounts to two hundred and sixty-seven Pounds seven Shillings and Sixpence. 



The charge for Printing, Stationary, Advertising, and Postage, within the period of these 
Accounts, is three thousand and eighteen Pounds twelve Shillings and'Sixpence, a sum of sufficient 
magnitude to attract observation; the Postage alone in the year ended 5th January 1812, 
is seven hundred and forty-six Pounds eight Shillings, being five hundred and ninety-four Pounds 
ten Shillings and Ten-pence more than the preceding year, and taking the average of three years, 
this would appear to be nearly the excess of each year. The Accounts of the Postage incurred 
by the several Inspectors and other Officers of the Trustees, and from the number of such 
Officers the expenditure must necessarily be considerable, are all sworn to ; but the exceeding 
of the year is so very great, as to make us apprehensive that the expense of public and private 
correspondence have been mixed; to avoid which in future, we recommend that more detailed 
and explicit Accounts should be kept, for the satisfaction of the Trustees and the Public. The 
adoption of a more rigid principle of economy in Printing, as well as in the consumption and 
quality of Stationary in this Department, could not fail to bring within more reasonable and 
confined limits, the expenses we have last alluded to. 

The Cash Balances at foot of the Accounts appear to be reduced by the Trustees continuing 
to pay two Inspectors for the counties of Cork and Tyrone, annual Salaries of forty Pounds each, 
which we disallowed in their Account of the year ended 5th January 1810, as being an increased 
Establishment unauthorized by law. We are however pleased to find, by the particulars of the 
Balance at the foot of the last Account, that the whole of the Arrear created by the late 
Secretary, appears to have been discharged since the period of these Accounts by his son 
and representative, the present Secretary to the Trustees.

By the 49th of the King, chap. 29. a sum of twenty thousand pounds British was granted to the 
Trustees of the Linen Manufacture, to be appropriated by them “ towards the encouragement of the 
saving of Flax Seed,” and they have applied part of this sum, viz. fifteen thousand seven hundred 
and nineteen pounds five shillings, in the payment of Bounties for saving 62,877 bushels of Seed, 
at five shillings per bushel. 

The preceding ACCOUNT, as far as it relates to this Expenditure, and the necessary incidental 
disbursements of Advertising, Printing, Stationary and Postage, is fairly stated, and sufficiently 
vouched. 

The Trustees, in consideration of the increased labour imposed on the several permanent Officers of 
their Establishment in executing this service, have conceived themselves warranted in granting to 
these Officers the sum of one thousand three hundred and ninety-nine pounds sixteen shillings and 
seven-pence as compensation for this superadded labour, as well as two hundred and fifty-nine 
pounds six shillings and seven-pence for an increased Establishment of two temporary extra Clerks, 
but which sums we have disallowed, as unauthorized by the Act above referred to, which especially 
appropriates the whole of the Grant to the purposes mentioned. In making this Disallowance on the 
principle mentioned, we are fortified by the opinion of His Majesty’s Attorney General, whose ad- 
vice was resorted to, the Trustee whom we examined, having intimated that the Linen Board in 
granting the Compensation, and in making such addition to their Establishment, were fully im- 
pressed with the idea that they did not exceed the powers given to them by the Act. 

The Law Expensesj amounting to four hundred and forty-one pounds seven shillings and two- 
pence, incurred in the prosecution of Frauds attempted by three Persons under this Act, have been 
very considerably enhanced, by the Trustees sending their own permanent Counsel and Agent 
specially to conduct the Prosecutions, though we have no reason to suppose that the local Counsel 
and Agents at Sessions and Assizes, whose assistance was also resorted to, would not alone have 
been fully competent for the discharge of tliis Duty. 

The Charges being however stated by the taxing Officers to be fair and reasonable, and the Costs 
being in their nature inseparable from the Grant, we have allowed the Accountants full credit for 
the amount of these Law Costs.

We have examined a Member of the Committee of Economy, the Assistant Secretary, and the 
Register, with respect to the truth and correctness of this Account. We also examined the 
Architect, both with respect to the Monies which he received for the Society, and also with 
respect to the due execution of the Works committed to his superintendence ; they severally 
deposed, that all the sums respectively received by them, were fully stated in the Charge, and 
that the different disbursements were made without fee or reward, other than their proper 
Salaries. 

The different Professors and Masters give frequent public Lectures on the several branches of 
Arts and Sciences, which they are appointed to teach. 

We have disallowed, in this Account, the sum of thirteen pounds thirteen shillings, paid to the 
Assistant Secretary for preparing Petitions to Parliament. The Assistant Secretary has a com- 
petent Salary, and this service seems to be strictly within his duties: he has stated that he 
incurred some actual expense to have the Petitions engrossed, but we conceive the sum planned, 
must far exceed any real expense he could have incurred ; moreover, the whole charge is illegal 
and inadmissible, under the 29th section of the 52d of the King, chap. 52. 

We have also disallowed six pounds one shilling and seven-pence of the Postage, being, as we 
are informed by the examination of die Register, the amount paid for private correspondence. 

We have further disallowed the sum of one hundred pounds, purporting to be a payment tp 
Mr. John Ellis, as a balance of the purchase money of his Museum ; as the whole sum agreed 
to be paid Mr. Ellis was charged, arid allowed by us in the Account of the Society of the last 
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19. — Dublin Society — continued. 



year. This transaction, at first, appeared of a very suspicious nature and we minutely 
examined every circumstance which could have any relation to it, and satisfied ourselves that the 
Register (however culpable for inattention, and the lax principles on which he made up this 
and preceding Accounts,) had no fraudulent designs; as had this claim of erroneous credit 
succeeded, he could not have derived any personal benefit; and he has since satisfied us m 
whose hands the amount of our present corrected Balance lies, as appears by the particulars 
subjoined to the Account. 

It hax been given in evidence, that though the Accounts of this Society were examined in 
detail, yet that their Seal was ordered to be affixed to the present general Account of the 
liberal Parliamentary Grant with which they were intrusted, on the fat* of their Officer alone 1 
without any previous examination of the Items by the Society, or any of its members.

Bills of Costs have been taxed l)y the proper officers in the presence of the S olicitor to this Board [ ; 
and the Charges are stated by them to be fair and reasonable. We observe, however, that much 
of the Expenditure under this head, has arisen from a very relaxed, and, we think, reprehensible 
system in executing the Laws empowering the Commissioner. ofW.de Streets to value and 
purchase Grounds, as we find that numerous meetings of Juries ate convened, and rendered inef- 
fectual by the negligence of Individual Juror, or Commissioner,, hut more espcc.nil, of the 
former in not attending ; and each meeting is called at an average expense of neatly £. 15 to the 
Public. The punctual and regular attendance of Juror, could, we think, be enforced, were the 
existing Laws, enabling the Commissioners to impose fines for absence, put tnto exeeutton; but 

a single penalty teas not levied within the period of this Account, though th.rty-three meetmgs 
anpear to have been summoned, and, ftom the cause, alluded to, no busmess could be transacted.

A Commissioner, the Secretary, Clerk, and Law Agent were examined on oath, and concurred 
in stating the Account to be just and true, and that full credit is given for all Sums arising from 
sales of Rents, Materials, &c. ; which sales have been conducted in the manner most conducive to 
the public interest. 

We continue to disallow the sum of £. 21., 9s. 4*/. being principally a charge made for Sta- 
tionary, for the use of the Law Agent, which, on the admission of that Officer in his examination 
before us, was used for private purposes ; and also a sum of £. 22. 19.S. 8 d. a per-centage 
allowed Mr. Sherrardfor “ Agency on Disbursements and this we thought inadmissible, whether 
ns Compensation for extra services, or as Interest on Cash advances ; in the one case, it is objec- 
tionable, as that Officer is paid (exclusive of his Salary, which is fixed by Law) anannualsum of 200 
Guineas for extraordinary Services ; in the other, it was contrary to the provisions of 25th 
Geo. III. chap. 63, section 4 : besides, it appeared improvident in the Commissioners to allow 
Interest for money, when the state of their Funds did not make it necessary to require any such 
pecuniary advances from their Officer. 

We expect, that in future the provisions of the 52d of the King, chap. 52, will deter Accountants 
from carrying forward to succeeding Accounts, such Insupers as we may conceive it our duty to 
make.

We have examined 
a Governor, die Paymaster, the Architect, and the Providore, in support of the particulars therein 
set forth, by whom we are informed, that the Account underwent the examination of two Governors 
previous to the seal being affixed, by whom it ' was compared with the Vouchers ; also, that the 
Charge part of the Account contains a faithful acknowledgment of all sums of money received on 
account of the Institution, within the period of the Account, and that all the Disbursements were 
paid without deduction, fee or reward. The Providore deposed to us, that the provisions were 
purchased. on the most moderate terms on which they could be procured, and were all faithfvdly 
expended for the use of the Hospital.

A small sum of money is charged against the Public on this Account, as paid in lieu of a second 
suit of Clothes for Apprentices articled to Botts, Birch and Company, of Nantwitch. The expla- 
nation given in support of this disbursement appears to us to involve some circumstances of more 
consideration to the Establishment than the Expense incurred. 

We are informed that the Governors are much embarrassed by not being able to place the 
children in suitable situations who are of age to be apprenticed, and for this reason they are de- 
sirous to induce the Masters of English Manufactories (where a -proper attention is paid to the 
children) to look to this Establishment for a supply of apprentices; they therefore con- 
sidered it advisable to gratify Messrs. Botts, Birch and Company, by paying for a second suit of 
clothes for the apprentices, that they might be dressed in the uniform of the Manufactory ; the 
expense was only £. 19. 13s. 9 d. The Governors are informed that the children so apprenticed 
have been provided for very satisfactorily. 

The Architect has deposed, the Works committed to his superintendence have been well and 
sufficiently executed. The business of this officer seems to be conducted with due economy ; he 
lias no salary as Architect to this Establishment, and merely a per-centage upon the work he 
superintends ; this mode of payment may appear to involve some objections, but is certainly "pre- 
ferable to the custom of many other institutions, who give both a salary and also a per-centage, 
from which they only reserve old work, to which they give a construction which reduces the re- 
servation to a matter completely insignificant. 

The Architect does not employ 'a clerk of the works, except when a new building- is in progress.

We examined a Governor, the Secretary, and the principal Clerk, who deposed, that the Account 
was just and true, and that full credit was. givep therein for all sums of Money received on account 
of the Institutions under their management ; and that the several Payments were made without fee 
or reward or other deduction.

~ On this ACCOUNT, we examined the Master of the Hospital, who is a Governor, ex officio, 

the Register, and two Matrons, through whom many payments of small sums were made. The 
Register who made up the Account-, declared it to be just and true, and that it was particularly 
examined by the Governors before it was sent to our Office, and the Matrons proved their 
respective Disbursements. 

i A Tax, called Rutland Square Tax, formerly paid to the Governors of this Charity, was vested 

by the 47th of the King, in the Corporation for Paving and Lighting the City of Dublin, but 
has been, by a subsequent Act of Parliament, restored to the Accountants, and is brought to 
credit of the Public this year, in addition to their other funds. 

The Register’s Salary has been raised by the Governors in this year's Account, from eighty 
pounds a year, formerly allowed him, to two hundred pounds, and the Master and Governor 
deposed, that he conceived that they were under no restraint in exercising their discretion in the 
augmentation of Salaries, and that the increase made was proper, and only adequate remu- 
neration for the Services of the Officer ; we therefore allowed die increase. 

Without questioning the propriety in this instance (of which we have no means of judging) 
we think it right to observe, that the present Accountants, and the Governors of all other 
Charities or Institutions, which are principally, if not totally supported by Parliamentary Aid, 
should have the Establishment of their Officers and Servants previously approved of by Govern- 
ment, and that no increase of Salary or Allowance should be permitted, without the approbation 
■of the Lord Lieutenant.

Tins ACCOUNT, as amended, is properly stated and vouched. We examined a Member of 
the Committee of Fifteen, the Secretary, and the Register. The Disbursements were made by 
-orders of the Society, and the Sub-;Ac’counts of the Schools were previously examined by local 
Committees. It was deposed, that all the Funds of the Society, public and private, are brought to 
Charge, except Rents arising out of Estates, called the lienelagh and Pocock Estates, which are 
appropriated to separate and distinct objects from the Charter School Funds. 

The reasons of the Allowances and Disallowances made by us appear at the foot of the Account; 
but the circumstances relating to a transaction which took place above eighteen years ago, may 
perhaps require some further explanation. 

In the year 1794, the Society, from savings of Interest on their private Funds (which savings, 
as they state, constituted the sum of £.4,888. 16s. 4 d. given credit for in their Account for the 
year 1795, as “ received at sundry times between the 10th of May 1792, and the 5th of January 
“ 1795,”) purchased Treasury Bills which cost £.4,000. The Bills then purchased were sold in 
1798, and £.6,500 Government Debentures, bearing £.5 per cent. Interest, (being then at a low 
price) were purchased with the Money. These Debentures were sold in 1810, for £.6,231. 2s. liAd. 
and the Society charged themselves with that sum in their Account ending the 5th January 1811 ; 
and as they also stand charged in the present and in preceding Accounts, with the whole produce 
of the £.4,000, while invested in Treasury Bills and in Government Debentures, they are now 
entitled to credit (which they never took before) for that sum so invested, and we have therefore 
allowed it to them. 

In investigating this transaction, which we minutely did, as the error was of so old a date, many 
Accounts were obliged to be referred to. We however conceive it our duty to state, that the 
management of those savings was highly beneficial to the Society, and creditable to their Member, 
do whose care it was entrusted.

Mr. Wynne is of opinion, that much advantage has resulted to the Public, by the appointment of 
an Itinerant Agriculturalist, to which we alluded in a former Report. 

In the particulars of the Balance, three hundred and thirty-nine pounds seventeen shillings and 
five-pence halfpenny, appears -due from the late Secretary of the Society, Mr. Hamilton ; measures 
are taking to recover this Sum, and Mr. Wynne believes Mr. Hamilton’s property is fully sufficient 
to discharge it, but we think the Accountants should have sooner apprised the Publio of the ex- 
istence of this Debt.

Some irregularities having been alleged to exist in the heads of this Department during the pe- 
riod of this Account, His Grace the Lord Lieutenant was pleased, on the 31st October 1811, to 
suspend two of the Commissioners, and to direct an inquiry into the conduct and management of 
the Board ; and that the Public Service should not' be thereby impeded, Major Taylor, the first 
Commissioner, was authorized to proceed in the execution of the business of the Department during 
the inquiry, which occupied the remaining part of this year ; the Expenditures were consequently 
made under the sole authority of one Commissioner, though by the 13th section, 47th of the King, 
chap. 1 09, it is provided that two Commissioners shall be a quorum ; these Disbursements 
being however actually made on the service and within the trusts of the Accountant, though from 
inevitable necessity, and under the sanction of Government, made without due authority in point ot 
Law, we have been advised by His Majesty’s Attorney General (whom we consulted on the 
subject) to allow, under the authority of the 35th sect. 53d of the King, chap. 52. 

This Establishment being limited by law, we have disallowed the sum of one thousand and se- 
venty-three pounds three shillings and seven-pence halfpenny, as we conceive it to be an exceeding 
in Salaries and Rents, beyond the sums prescribed by the 47th of the King, chap. 109. 

The Lighting branch of the duties assigned to the Commissioners are not executed, as formerly, 
under Contracts ; and the excess of Establishment above noticed has, we are told, become neces- 
sary, by reason of the Board’s executing this business through the medium of their own Servants. 
It has been deposed by the first Commissioner, that the number of persons employed are absolutely 
necessary to the due execution of the several Works entrusted to them, and that no reduction 
could, in his opinion, be made, without prejudice to that Service. We have also disallowed a sum of 
forty-four pounds nineteen shillings and sixpence, charged for Parlour Chairs, which it is admitted 
were not necessary for Office uses, but solely intended for private purposes. 

The Treasurer has deposed, that every precaution is used to ensure a due collection of the Taxes, 
appropriated to the use of this Establishment, and that all sums received on account thereof, have 
been fully accounted for. 

The ACCOUNT, as amended by us, is correctly stated and vouched, and confirmed by the testi- 
mony of a Commissioner, the Treasurer, and the Supervisor of Taxes, who have severally deposed to 
its being a just and true Account of the Receipts and Disbursements of the Corporation for this 
period.

This ACCOUNT details the Expenditure of the Commissioners in erecting this Hospital, 
from its commencement in the year 1800, to the 5th January last. 

The Accounts of the Surplus of Sir Patrick Dunn’s Estates, after the payment of the Salaries of 
the Professors, &c. allowed by law, and which are appropriated to this Building, not having been 
adjusted between the Commissioners, who are the Accountants, and the College of Physicians, we 
are unable to say whether the monies received from the Treasurer to the College of Physicians, 
are the whole of the Funds which should have been paid; and- this Account we have directed should 
be forthwith stated and settled, in order that, in the succeeding Account of the Commissioners,- we 
may be enabled to ascertain whether the Public have got credit for the full amount of the Funds 
thus appropriated. 

On the 24th June 1808, the Building being completed for the accommodation of thirty Patients, 
the Commissioners gave notice to the College of Physicians, to undertake the government thereof, 
and that, from the third of that month, the temporary Clinical Hospital would be discontinued. 

The Building has been since enlarged, for the reception of upwards of -one hundred Patients ; the 
Library and Lecture Rooms are built ; the centre and one wiug completely finished, and the oilier 
wing in considerable forwardness.

the Hospital, and in paying the Apothecary and Servants for their attendance, and in supplying 
fuel, and all necessaries during said period, as the particular. Vouchers were stated to be lost, and, 
from the distance of time, could not possibly be replaced.

ARDGLASS PIER. 

THE Auditor General having, in pursuance of the 21st section, 52d of the King, chap. 5‘i, 
made a Return of all Sums issued from the Treasury of Ireland, for the year ended 5th January 
1812, .for the Public Works therein specified, and it appearing to us by said Return, that an issue 
of five thousand pounds had been made, for the purpose of building a Pier at Ardglass Harbour, in 
county of Down, we directed a Precept to be served, requiring Accounts of the Receipt and 
Expenditure on this service, to be delivered to us for audit ; and in consequence, we have been 
informed by William Ogilvie, esq. that, on the 27th day of July 1810, an Agreement was entered 
into between him and the Lords Commissioners of the Irish Treasury, by which he covenanted 
to complete the intended Pier, in the best and most permanent manner, including the materials, 
for the sum of fifteen thousand eight hundred and eighty-three pounds sixteen shillings and eight- 
pence, Irish currency, (being the sum, in British currency, voted by the House of Commons for 
this purpose on the 20th of March 1810) according to the Plan, Estimate, and Specification,

described in a Report made by Mr. Rennie the Engineer, on or before the 31st day of July 1815, 
under a penalty for the non-performance of the Contract, of thirty-one thousand seven hundred 
and sixty-seven pounds thirteen shillings and four-pence ; and by this Agreement Mr. Ogilvie is to 
be paid by Instalments ; viz. five thousand poithds on the execution of the Contract ; five thousand 
pounds when one-third of the Work has been completed, and the Balance when two-thirds of the 
Work shall be certified to have been executed irt a permanent and workmanlike manner, in 
conformity to Mr. Rennie’s Plait, &c. 

Under the above circumstances, we do not conceive that it would be attended with any advantage 
to the Public, that an Account of this Expenditure on Works thus specially contracted to be 
executed, should be surrendered for audit, the penalty for the non-performance of the Contract 
giving, in our opinion, ample security for the due execution of the Works.
